To the extent that the
changes proposed by this bill lead to an increase in lawsuits against the State, those lawsuits could
cost the Office of the Attorney General to defend the State and the Division of Risk Management

to pay opposing attorneys" fees. Should the changes result in lawsuits shifting from federal to state
courts, the shifting could cost the State Judiciary for court time, but could also save the Office of the
Attorney General for defense. Savings/cost for a mid-level Assistant Attorney General with support
staff is currently approximately $110 per hour. Court time costs about $300 per hour. The Division
of Risk Management has in the past paid legal costs and fees ranging from $10,000 to more than
$1,000,000 per claim, with the mean for those going to trial being around $230,000.
